He is likely to continue to act in 
this capacity for several months, pend 
ing a permanent appointment. 

In the meantime, the premier will 
carry on as minister of education and 
president of the executive council, in 
addition to his duties as premier of 
the province,

ALBRTA CROP YIELD SET 
AT 67 MILLION BUSHELS 


Alberta’s total wheat production for 
1937 will be about the same as last 
year, 67,000,000 bushels estimates 
compiled by the Alberta Wheat Pool 
in their weekly budget issued Satur- 
day reveal, 

This probable total for the province, 
from an acreage of 7,286,000 is con- 
trasted in the budget with the lowest 
yield ever registered in 1922, 64,976,- 
000 bushels from an acreage of 5,- 
765,000. 

It is expected that the total yield 
in Western Canada this year wil be 
155,000,000 bushels, approximately 
Saskatchewan is expected to produce 
about 50,000,000 bushels from her 14,- 
158,000 acres, and Manitoba is ex- 
pected to yield 38,000,000 bushels 
from 2,699,000 acres. 

These figures show that Alberta’s 
average yield will run between nine 
and ten bushels per acre, and Mani- 
toba will harvest nearly 15 bushels 
per acre, while Saskatchewan, badly 
stricken by drought, will average only 
about 3and one half bushels.

ALBERTA SALES TAX REMOVED

EDMONTON—Hon, Solon E. Low, 
Provincial Treasurer, announced late 
Monday, that Alberta sales tax would 
be removed Tuesday. He disclosed the 
move was made as a result of evi- 
dence that people were deferring pur- 
chases until the previously announced 
remission date of September 1, 

Hon, Mr. Low issued the following 
announcement, 

“The experience of retailers con- 
vinces me that people are not buying 
the things they want to buy because 
they are awaiting the remission of 
the sales tax on Septembe 1. 

“As the first duty of a Social Cre- 
dit Government is to find out what 
the people want, and get it for them, 
if possible, the sales tax is remitted 
as from August 10; producers, whole- 
salers, retailers and consumers will 
thus be satisfied and so consequently 
the government. Besides ,the sooner 
taxes are abolished here, the quicker 
the cost of all that Alberta produces 
for itself will drop and our people be 
exempt from eastern tariff exactions 
for imports.”

General—Crops in the Prairie Pro- 
vinees are ripening rapidly and har- 
vesting, which has commenced, will 
be general in about ten days. Rains, 
varying from scattered showers to 
heavy downpours, have been benefi- 
rial in Manitoba and Alberta and at 
a few 


points in Saskatchewan. In 
Saskatchewan crop conditions remain 
unsatisfactory over most of the Pro- 
with conditions in Alberta 
varving from good to a virtual fail- 
ure and with those in Manitoba on the 
whole favourable. Tmprovement has 
heen shown in the feed situation and 
the condition of pastures in the Prai- 
rie generally, In Quebec warm, show- 
ery weather which has been ideal for 
growing crops has continued during 
the week, and the outlook remains 
satisfactory, Favourable growing con- 
ditions also continue in Ontario, where 
harvesting of fall wheat is about com- 
nleted and the cutting of early oats 
and barley is well advanced. Tn the 
Maritime Provinces warm, dry wea- 
ther has continued, aiding the growth 
of most crops, but rain is now needed 
in many parts. Damage done to crops 
in Nova Scotia is feared from army 
worms which have appeared in large 
numbers in some sections.

the soil and make it laugh golden | 
grain. And so butchers and bakers 
and candlestick makers had a fling 
at it. Omar, the tentmaker, knew as 
much about farming as any of them, 
when he referred to “those who har- 
vested the golden grain and those who 
flung it to the wind like rain.” Some | 
are now reaping the whirlwind liter- 
ally ,especially those who settled in 
the “short grass” country extending 
from southwestern Manitoba, through 
southern Saskatchewan to southeast- 
ern Alberta.

For the first time in four years the 
world will produce, this year, in spite 
of Canada’s poor crop, as much wheat 
as it will consume—about 5,600 mil- 
lion bushels. 

From 1928, however, the world con- 
sumed last vear less than it produe- 
ed, and so the world surplus, which 
usually is 600 million bushels, grew 
each year until, by 1934, it 
to 1,149 million bushels. 

Since 1934, each year, however, the 
world has consumed

When for instance the medical men declare that a large percentage of 


the population does not receive adequate medical care ‘because the public 


generally does not understand and is not asking for modern scientfic medi- 
eal care,” they are making a statement which is open to debate. 

It could very well be argued that a substantial percentage of the pub- 
lic does not understand modern medical science, not because of any lack 


of desire to do so, but because there are yet too many doctors who adhere 
to the old fashioned doctrine that the less the patient is told the better and 
it is not surpr ig if, under such circumstances, patients fall back on the 
too luble qué for remedy.

Huron In 1679 

Robert Cavelier Sieur de la Salle’s 
Griffin-——the “Flying Dutchman” of 
the Great Lakes—may sail again, if 
the expedition planned by a Chicago 
yachtsman and explorer meets with 
success, 

Eugene F. McDonald's Diesel 
yacht was loaded with diving and 
salvage equipment for a cruise to 
the western end of Manitoulin Island 
in Lake Huron where the pioneer ex- 
plorer’s ship—reputed to be the first 
to ply the lakes—was believed to 
have sunk in 1679. 

La Salle and Henri De Tonti built 
the Griffin at the head of Lake Erie 
in May, 1679. They sailed to what is 
now Green Bay, Wis., where the ship 
was laden with 12,000 furs. La Salle 
them to friends who helped 
finance his explorations. 

But the Griffin never reached port. 
Lake authorities and McDonald, 
who said he had studied all avail- 
able evidence—-believe she foundered 
off Manitoulin. 

Old sailors say the Griffin sails 
each year when the lotus blooms. 
They say she is recognized by the 
eagle-headed, lion bodied Griffin fig- 
urehead protruding from her prow.

Suspended Sentence Gives Offender 
Chance To Go Straight 

“The magistrate suspended 
tence.” Quite often we read some- 
thing to that effect in accounts of 
trials; and a good many, reading, dis- 
miss the matter from their minds 
with the remark; “Well, that's dis- 
posed of!” or “That chap got off 
easy!" They think, evidently, just 
“suspended sentence” sees the last of 
the case. Often, too, it seems that 
those who have bech released on sus- 
pended sentence have the same idea. 
That is entirely a mistake, A sus- 
pended sentence just what the 
name implies a sentence that is sus- 
pended, that hangs over the offender. 
So long as he behaves himself, noth- 
ing further is done about it; but if 
he offends again during the term for 
which sentence has suspended 
the first offence can be cited against

him in case of conviction and the 
penalty be imposed in addition to 
that for the second offence. 


Suspended sentence does not mean 


that the judge or magistrate has 


| placed the offender in the position of 


one who has not broken the law, If 
he does not take his lesson to heart 
and breaks the law a second time the 
magistrate may remind him that he 
faith. “Authority,” the 
magistrate may say, “has given you 
a chance to go straight. Only one 
thing can be done with a person who 
will not behave; it is high time for 
you to learn that the way of the 
transgressor is hard.

Suspended sentence, then, is not a 
clearance; nor is it a sign of weak- 
ness on the part of the authorities 
It is a manifestation of the desire of 
the law to give one who has slipped 
a chance to get back on the straight 
road-—-a favor which too often is not 
appreciated.

New Tax Levied For Education | 


Saskatchewan School Grants In 


creased July 1 With Education 


Tax Effective August 2 


Government school grants in the 
province of Saskatchewan have been 
increased as of July 1, this year 
This means an aggregate increase 


for all

Public schools will benefit to the 
extent of 50c per day per room. A 
one-room rural school, which last 
year received a government grant of 
$1 per day for 200 days $200 a 
year—will now receive $1.50 per day 
for 200 days—-§$3800 a year an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. A’ two-room 
school will, of course, receive double 


this amount. 
High schools and continuation 
schools, under the new schedule, will 
benefit to the extent of $100 per year 
per room,

‘Because of the crop conditions in 
the Province this year, some sugges- 
tions have been made that the im 
position of the tax should be delayed 
The Government gave curcful con 
sideration to these suggestions but 
after taking all the factors into 
account decided that the conditions 
advanced as a reason for not impos 
ing the tax made it all the more nec 
essary if our schools are to be kept 
in operation, There will be this year 
a larger number of schools than ev« 
before that will have the utmost 
difficulty in financing and the in 
creased grant will be abso'utely nec 
essary in many, many districts. Even 
with the larger gr nt the problems 
of education oing to be i 
ently serious i: the comin 
and [ am certain that the large ma- 
jority of the people are prepared to 
make some cantribution to assist in 
keeping the schools open, 

"It was decided, therefore, to pro- 
claim the act to come into force on 
Monday, August 2nd.
